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The  Ring  Cycle 


On  four  successive  nights,  beginning  on  Sunday,  March  5,  KPFA 
will  broadcast  the  entire  Bayreuth  Festival  performance  of  the  Ring 
cycle  of  operas  by  Wagner,  comprising  Das  Rhinegold,  Die  Val- 
kyrie, Siegfried,  and  Goetterdaemmerung.  With  The  Flying  Dutchman 
in  the  previous  Folio  and  other  operas  by  Wagner  to  be  heard  during 
the  rest  of  March,  we  are  bringing  to  you  all  of  last  year's  Bayreuth 
Festival,  recorded  and  made  available  bv  the  Broadcast  Foundation 
of  America. 

The  broadcast  during  this  Folio  period  of  the  complete  Ring 
cycle  has  necessitated  some  dislocation  in  regular  programs  on  Mon- 
day, Tuesday,  and  Wednesday,  March  6,  7  and  8. 

The  Edward  P.  Morgan  news  broadcast  has  been  cancelled  for 
these  three  days. 

On  Monday,  the  new  Book  Report  misses  its  second  outing, 
though  there  is  a  non-book  review  earlier  in  the  evening. 

On  Tuesday,  Golden  Voices  (happily  not  scheduling  old  Wagner 
records)  moves  a  half -hour  earlier.  Special  Report  moves  to  Thurs- 
day, the  9th.  Jazz  Archives  moves  to  Friday,  the  10th  (with  the  re- 
broadcast  moved  to  Saturday).    The  Goon  Show  moves  to  Thursday. 

On  Wednesday,  Supreme  Court  Decisions  backs  up  to  7:45.  Jew- 
ish Folklore  moves  to  Thursday.  Contemporary  Music  in  Evolution 
moves  to  Friday.    The  Noon  Concert  rebroadcast  is  cancelled. 

Incidentally,  Wagnerophobes  who  (noting  the  Bayreuth  Flying 
Dutchman  in  the  last  Folio  and  perhaps  smelling  Lohengrin,  Parsifal 
and  others  still  to  come)  wonder  how  come  so  much  in  such  con- 
centrated fashion,  might  be  interested  to  know  that  the  BFA  rules 
are:  Play  'em  by  the  end  of  March  or  don't  play  'em  at  all. 


Control  of  the  Mind 

Also  in  this  Folio,  we  begin  broadcasting  tapes  of  the  conference 
held  in  San  Francisco  in  late  Jaanuary  under  the  auspices  of  the 
University  of  California,  and  titled  Man  and  Civilization :  Control  of 
the  Mind.  Because  of  some  uncertainty  in  scheduling  (resolved  after 
the  Folio  was  prepared  but  before  this  was  written),  we  are  schedul- 
ing first  the  third  of  four  major  sessions:  The  Mind  and  Society. 
This  section — four  talks  and  a  panel — appears  in  this  Folio. 

Future  Folios  will  include  sessions  on  The  Mind  and  Its  Integra- 
tion, The  Influence  of  Drugs  on  the  Individual,  and  The  Impact  of 
Technology  on  the  Mind,  as  well  as  Aldous  Huxley's  talk  at  the  con- 
ference dinner  meeting.  Participants  include  authorities  in  virtually 
every  area  concerned,  and  the  programs  include  both  talks  and 
panels.
